Queen, and Princess of tho Asturias, yes­ 
terday afternoon, to implore them to allow 
their client lo be Included in the cases placed 
before the King on Good Friday by tho 
Cardinal Primate to the Chapel Royal atter 
the mass and adoration of me cross, ac­ 
cording to the antique usage of the Spanish 
monarchy. The King aud Queen were 
much moved by tho petition, aud said that 
if the pardon depended on their will alone 
it would bu granted. They had forgiven 
Otero at heart, and they would place the 
petition before the Council or Ministers, 
who would be called upon to decide as 
s o n as the Council

examined tho petition of reprieve. 
The 
Princess of the Asturiss also pie iged her­ 
self to make intercession. The Vice Pres­ 
ident of the Congress, who represents in 
the chamber Otero's native province of 
Galicia, also went to the palace yesterday 
and received the same assurances irom tho 
King. In political circles most people 
believe that the Council of Ministers can­ 
not find grounds tor toe reprieve.

originator of the late annoyance to the 
Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix and others of New 
Y'ork, by writing anonymous letters and 
sending persons to their houses and places 
of business. When arrested Williamson 
confessed that he was the author of the 
letters and postal cards, lie states that he 
arrived in New Y'ork about the middle ol 
February, and remained there about a 
week, during which the first annoying let­ 
ters were written. He again went to New 
York on the 14th of March, and remained 
a week, when he wrote and mailed offen­ 
sive letters aod cards. On both occasions 
he stopped at the Windsor Hotel, and reg­ 
istered his proper name and residence, 
Pittsburg. He says he does 
not know 
what prompted him, as Dr. Dix nor any 
others 
annoyed 
never 
injured 
him. 
When he found, on his second visit 
to tNew 
York, 
the 
injury 
he 
had 
done 
on 
the 
first 
visit, 
he felt badly about it, and wrote the letter 
from the Fifth Avenue Hotel to Dr Dix, 
which he afterwards sent to the New Y’ork 
Tribune, hoping it would prevent people 
calling at Dr Dix’e house. He says ne did 
not intend to extort money from Dr Dix or 
any other person, and did not answer the 
personal ia the Herald in reply to one of 
his letters. 
The accused was taken to 
New 
York 
to-night, 
having 
expressed 
his 
willingness 
to 
go 
without a formal requisition. 
Williamson 
is a single man, age about forty, and says 
he is a native of Baltimore. 
He arrived 
here Friday night last, and went to a pri­ 
vate residence where he was acquainted, 
and was fouod there when arrested. 
H e 
was traced from the Windsor Hotel by 
detectives by following his baggage, aud 
many places were visited where baggage 
had been left before Williamson’s trunk 
was found, and his stopping place discov­ 
ered.

DEBATE OF LAST SESSION ON THE FEDERAL 


ELECTI ON REVISED—WILLIAMS, OF WIS­ 
CONSIN, AGAINST COMPROMISING. 
A debate of more than ordinary interest 
•prang up in the House on Friday last, on 
the question ot appropriations for the pay 
of Marshals and Deputy Marshals, in tne 
execution of their duties, under the Fed­ 
eral election laws. The debate on these 
laws lasted for three months at the last 
session ; but the Republicans, although In 
the minority, maintained their ground 
against tho attempted repeal, or multiplica­ 
tion of the election laws, persistently con­ 
tended for by the Democratic majority. 
The same subject has been op again this 
session. Mr. Garfield, of Ohio, a leader in 
the Republican ranks, whether wisely or 
unwisely, yielded one of the provisions of 
the law. which had been so long in con­ 
troversy, much to the satisfaction of the 
Democrat, but which did not meet the 
general approval ot his Republican associ­ 
ates. 
Mr. Williams, of Wisconsin, took this 
opportunity on the impulse ot the occasion, 
to express his unalterable opposition to the 
proposed compromise of Mr. Garfield. He 
declared in language eloquent and forcible 
the necessity ot the law, and the enforce­ 
ment ct law, had been the precursor of 
outrage, blood and death. The history of 
violated rights, had dunog the last few 
years, shocked heaven, and should shame 
mankind. The speech of Mr Williams, 
during the time allotted him, was a more 
than ordinary exhibition of the power of 
words, enforced by impassioned eloquence. 
It is a matter ot political history, that com­ 
promising and yielding, on the part of the 
Republicans in past years, has been a 
losing business; it has lost them the United 
States Senate, which but tor compromising 
would be Republican to-day.

ROGER A. PRYOR, OF VIRGINIA,

Roger A. Pryor, of Virginia, had his 
disabilities removed on Wednesday last. 
The name of Pryor brings lo recollection 
a little scrap of history. 
Some twenty 
years ago, everybody in Wisconsin, was 
familiar with the name of Roger A. P ry­ 
or, and the incident which gave him no­ 
toriety. In 1SG0. he challenged Hon. John 
F. Potter, of Wisconsin, ti fight a duel; 
both were then members of Congress. The 
choice of weapons 
tell 
to Potter—he 
choose bowie knives f r the encounter. 
When Pryor was informed of the proposed 
weapons, hie chivalry was suddenly cooled, 
his passion for fight extinguished. 
Mo 
further action was taken in the matter of 
the challenge. Pryor has been under the 
ban of disfranchisement, since the rebel­ 
lion, until Wednesday last, aa before stated. 
But it like other rebels of his class who 
have had their disabilities taken away, 
he will be no less a rebel still. 
When the news reached Wisconsin that 
Potter had frightened his challenger, by 
the proposal ut such terrific weapons, it 
created quite a sensation throughout the 
State. Mr. Potter retired from me field OI 
active politic*, some fitteen years ago, and 
has been residing on his farm, in the town 
of Troy, Walworth county, Wia. mach 
respected by the people of that town and 
vicinity. Ile is a modest gentleman, and 
about the last man who would be suspect 
ed of fighting propensities. He has never 
been known to speak of the affair between 
Pryor and himself, except when drawn 
into it by curious inquiries. Mr. Potter 
was a representative In Congress Irons 
what was then called the Milwaukee dis­ 
trict, from 1807 to 1863. He is a man of 
fine education, a good lawyer, and his 
career In Congress was one of marked 
ability.

Southern War Claims—Waiting the 
Besuit of the Presidential Election

W a sh in g to n, March 22.—The Southern 
war claims, for losses incurrel during the 
Rebellion, will probably not be brought to 
the attention of Congress during the pres­ 
ent session. These claims, amounting to 
millions of dollars, will bs allowed to lie 
over until a more favorable opportunity 
for action on them is presented. If any 
person believes these claims are abandoned 
or are not to be revived again, to the event 
of a Democratic administration coming 
into power, he is egregiously mistaken. 
Evidence Is not wanting that the South has 
strong hopes of succeeding in their de­ 
mands at uo distant day. An Augusta, 
Georgia, paper says: 
' ‘A f a r the PretiJcn 
tial election the chances may be improved 
for all claimants.” That e x p ress the ex­ 
pectation from a Democratic standpoint. 
It the Democrats should succeed to pow it. 
it would at once impart vaIuj lo the** now 
worthless demands. 
Two and three years ago, there w a s q u i t e 
a lively time in bringing forward South­ 
ern claims, aud having them put on file, 
where other claims are lodged, to await 
the action of Congress. There was then a 
Democratic House, this was regarded a 
good omen for the claimants ; but there 
was an obstacle in the way, the Seoate was 
Republica!', and nothing but hostile action 
could be looked for Iron that body. With­ 
in the past year the Democrats have 
obtained control of the Senate, but there 
still remains one more obstruction. The 
President will sigh no bills for the allow­ 
ance of Southern war claims. Tne Geor­ 
gia press is therefore right ; with a Demo­ 
cratic President, “the chances may be Im­ 
proved for all claimants.” The result of 
the coming general diction, will deter-| 
mine the q u e s t io n , whether th ase claims 
are to have any value or not. The people 
of the Northern States, will do well to 
consider whether it is wise to help the 
Democratic party into power, and take 
the risk of having millions of claimed 
indebtedness to the South, saddled upon 
them, debts which were incurred, not to 
save the Union but to overthrow it. 
D EMC CRATIC FLANS FOR STEALING REPUB­ 
LICAN STATES. 
The dishonest schemes of the Democrats 
in Congress, are becoming more developed; 
it had been interred by many people, be­ 
cause tne Democrats were so quiet, and 
seemingly innocent, during the first three 
months of the session, they had made up 
their minds not to repeat the attempts of 
discreditable legislation, witnessed at the 
last session. Hut it has become manifest, 
that during the months of apparent inac­
